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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
making and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person sl^illed in tlie 
artto wtiicli it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. A "means plus function" claim must describe the specification 
structure sufficient to define the means. Such description is lacking. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 3 depends from itself, thus defying ascertainment of its 
scope. Furthermore, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) "heating" in an 
attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for performing a 
specified function. However, since no function is specified by the word(s) preceding

"means," it is impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Villettaz (US 6,397,658 B1). Villettaz discloses the claimed invention, a method of 
flushing a sample through a stationary phase for extraction of analytes of interest. 
Villettaz discloses the claimed invention, a device for carrying out the method of claim 1 , 
wherein a syringe 2 having a body 2b containing a stationary phase located above a 
narrow needle 2a. See entire document.
